Certificates and awards 
will be available to both ‘Chasers’ and ‘Activators’ to reflect attainment of graduated bands of 
performance together with attractive prizes for top scorers. 

The challenge provides a level playing field for everyone, whether they are complete 
newcomers to IOTA or are holders of the prestigious IOTA 1 000 Islands Trophy, because eve- 
ryone starts with a clean slate on 1 January 2012. 

We hope that all our readers will consider ways in which they can support this event. We 
would like to see work starting now to schedule activity from as many IOTA groups as possible 
throughout the 24 months. Let us target 500 groups initially in the hope and expectation of be- 
ing able to raise this higher as the Marathon progresses.
